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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/1 1/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant has argued that the Sneh reference does not disclose a 
method of supplying the precursor gasses solely under a gradient of pressure. The 
applicant has defined the term pressure gradient to mean, "A movement caused by a 
differential in pressure between two different areas". 

The examiner argues that despite the complexities in the Sneh reference where 
synchronous modulation of flow and draw takes place, and control elements including 
valves and flow restrictors are present the underlying driving force for the flow is based 
solely on the higher pressure in one area compared to the pressure in another area. 
Thus the flow is solely do to the pressure gradient, despite the applicant's assertion that 
complexities of Sneh teach away from a pressure driven flow that assertion simply isn't 
true and in the "normal and understood manner" one of ordinary skill would recognize 
that the only driving force for flow in the Sneh reference is the higher pressure upstream 
in the process compared to the downstream pressure. While the device of Sneh 
contains valves, pumps, flow restrictors, and synchronous modulation of flow and draw 
all of these are just means to control the pressure gradient, they are not in anyway 
another driving force besides a pressure gradient. For these reasons the examiner 
asserts that the Sneh reference meets the limitation of "solely under a pressure 
gradient" and maintains the rejection.
